WASHINGTON, Aug. 11 (AP)— 
Stephen T. Early, press secretary 
and intimate to the late President 
Roosevelt, died today. He was 61 
years old. * 

He suffered a heart attack last 
Tuesday and ydied at George 
Washington Hospital shortly be- 
fore noon today. 

Since he left ‘the White House 
after eight years in the press of- 
fice, Mrs Early had been vice presi- 
dent of the Pullman Standard Car 
Manufacturing Co. He took time 
out from that post for a stint as 
Deputy Secretary of Defense; an 
office from which he resigned 
shortly before Gen. George C.

HARRIMAN SEES SHAH 
AS IRAN OIL TALKS LAG 


U.S. Envoy Apparently Try- 
ing to Speed Up Negotia- 
tions With British.

TEHRAN, Aug. 11 (AP) — W. 
Averell Harriman called on Shah 
Mohammed Reza Pahlevi today in 
an apparent effort to speed up 
the dragging British-Iranian oil 


talks. 

This, is the first action taken by 
Harriman, the American trouble- 
shooter sent to Iran by President 
Truman, since the arrival here of 
Richard Stokes, the chief British 


negotiator. 

The talks were not making much 
progress. Informed sources said 
the negotiators have not settled 
down to brass tacks in an effort 
to resolve the crisis stemming 
from Iran’s decision to national- 
ize the oil industry. 

The government radio said pre- 
mier Mohammed Mossadegh would 
call on Harriman tonight.

At about the same 
time, in our own country, the then Secretary 
of Interior, Julius A. Krug, said the continuing 


_ newsprint shortage constituted “a serious threat 


to economic survival of many small and me- 
dium-sized newspapers.” 

More recently Dr; Jaime Torres Bodet, direc- 
tor general of the U.N. Educational, Scientific 
and Cultural Organization, said the shortage 
constituted such a danger to newspapers and 
schools that Unesco could not neglect it. For 
serious though the newsprint shortage is in 
this country, the United States is the most 
favored nation in newsprint supply. - 

_* - 

In Europe the situation is so bad that’ Sam 
Eubewks, executive vice president of the Ameri- 
can Newspaper Guild, said ‘the press has al- 
most been obliterated by the absence of news- 
print.” In Asia and much of Latin-America it 
has produced “an iron curtain of the mind,” ac- 
cording to Erwin D. Canham, editor of the 
Christian Science Monitor. 

The world newsprint problem is to a large 
extent the problem of a Canadian newsprint 
monopoly, the largest of all the world’s sup- 
pliers. This monopoly declines to produce 
enough to supply the demand, raises the prices 
so high that the solvency of many newspapers 
is threatened and yet apparently keeps the 
prices from going high enough to encourage 
competition to arise. 

Thanks to the discovery that newsprint could 
be made from southern pine, paper mills in 
this country are now supplying about 17 per 
cent of the country’s demand. But that is not 
‘enough to provide real competition for the 
Canadian monopoly, afid there is insufficient 
evidence that it would be used competitively in 
any event. Virtually the entire American news- 
print industry is inter-related with that of 
Canada through common corporate _ relation- 
ships, the vice chairman of the Securities and 
Exchange Commission, Donald Cook, reported 
after an investigation. Independent enterprisers, 
with sufficient volume, could give competition 
to this Canadian-American monopoly. 


One of the biggest opportunities for them lies 
in the Tongass National Forest of Alaska. An- 
other 20 per cent of American demand could be 
supplied from the spruce trees there if power 
plants and paper mills were established. 


The fairer rationing of newsprint which the 
conferees are seeking at Washington is a highly 
essential stopgap, but it is only a stopgap. In- 
troduction of effective competition into the 
world newsprint industry is one of the long- 
run solutions. Research into new raw materials 
of newsprint i§ another, and it can also con- 
tribute to a healthier competition. 

Here there are more than a few hopeful de- 
velopments. In addition to the production. from 
pine, experiments are being made in producing 
newsprint from bagasse, the waste of sugar 
cane, in: Massachusetts and Florida; from 


wheat, straw, oats and other farm products in 


Kansas; from lespedeza in Arkansas; from straw 
and grass in Ohio, and from bamboo, salai trees, 
and paper mulberry trees in India. 

Thus the forces of scientific research and of 
free, progressive enterprise are united in an 
effort to produce the paper on which can be 
imprinted all those words of information and 
discussion which are implicit in that one big 
word, “Freedom.” 
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What Belgium IJs.Doing , 


Every now and then somebody in Congress 
irately demands to know what our allies abroad 
are doing to help defend themselves, and the 
Belgian Government has just published a mod- 
est booklet which tells what one small ally is 
doing. Belgium is doing a good deal. 

That nation has prolonged compulsory mili- 
tary training for 24 months. It has put 81,000 
men under arms, and plans to have 163,000 
men in uniform in 1954. The number may seem 
small to Americans, but it will represent 13 
per cent of Belgium's total male population of 
military age. 

In two years Belgium has spent $640,000,000 
on purely defense items. This, again, may seem 
a small sum, but it is 9 per cent of the national 
income. The United States was spending a lesser 
share of its national income on defense at the 
beginning of the year. Both countries are, of 
course, increasing their arms expenditures tre- 
mendously. 

That is the record of Belgium. Will those who 
challenge the good faith of our allies study it? 
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* Political Lesson From Israel 


The practical weaknesses of proportional rep- 
resentation have again been demonstrated by 
the election returns from Israel. In theory, the 
system is ideal because it gives a voice to vir- 
tually all shades of opinion. The theory, how- 
ever, assumes that government is an intellectual 
process, a process of fair-minded compromise. 
Actually, government is often a power struggle 
between more or less antithetic groups. If no 
one of ghese groups can command a parliamen- 
tary majority, the result is an uneasy coalition 
or downright d 

So Israel is in-a position almost as unhappy 
as that of France. Prime Minister David Ben- 
Gurion’s Mapai party won 45 of the 120 seats 
in the Knesset, one less than it held in the last 
session. Next in order came the General Zionists 
with 20 seats, and considerably behind them 
were a dozen other parties, representing widely 
varying political and religious convictions. Look- 
ing at this parliamentary line-up, Ben-Gurion 
already concedes that new elections may have 
to be called. 

He will try, first, te form a coalition. His 
party reportedly has rejected a coalition with 
the General Zionists, whose relationship to 
Mapai is, roughly, that of the Liberty League 
to the New Deal. He has rejected foreign policy 
concessions to the Mapam (extreme left-wing 
Socialists) and any thought of co-operation with 
the Communists. Even if he is again ready to 
compromise his differences with the religious 
groups, it will take super-statesmanship to in- 
duce them t® work in harness with each other. 

Maybe he can bring it off. There is a genuine 
devotion to democracy in Israel and a definite 
pulling back from the extremes of right and

left. Thesé are helpful factors. There also is a 
growing realization that Israel seems destined 
te provide a new center of powér in a political- 
ly disintegrating Near East. On the other hand, 
the development of a new nation has brought 
out many internal differences. The diverse ele- 
ments in‘the rapidly growing population have 
not yet’ come together on whiat. should be the 
chief characteristics of life in this new home- 


‘land, s ‘ 


It is not easy to bring forth a common na- 
tional spirit overnight, especially not under the 
pressures of economic austerity and hostile 
neighbors. That is why it may be fortunate that 
Israel has not yet drawn up its permanent con- 
stitution. There is a chance that current experi- 


ences may be turned into eventual wisdom. — 


When it is finally written, the constitution may 
firm up the idealism of proportional representa- 
tion with some practical limitations. 
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Facts and William Boyle 
President Truman says he has examined the 
facts and has found nothing against William M. 
Boyle Jr. And a Senate subcommittee says it 
has reached no conclusions but is still “trying 
to get the facts.” There is a contrast here, and 
a question. 

Did the President reach his conclusion on the 
basis of facts which the Senators are still try- 
ing to find, on the basis of facts known to the 
public, or on the basis of facts known only at 
the White House? ° 

The facts as disclosed by the Post-Dispatch 
are that American Lithofold Corp. of St. Louis 
tried three times to get an RFC loan, and did 
not get one until it put Mr. Boyle on its pay- 
roll. Mr. Boyle was then No. 2 man in the Dem- 
ocratic party headquarters, as assistant to the 
chairman, and has since become national chair- 
man himself. 

Mr. Truman concedes it would be “highly im- 
proper” for a party chairman to use government 
contacts for private gain. But he adds: 

The facts I have obtained indicate that 
Mr. Boyle had nothing to do with the ap- 
proval of these loans by the RFC. 

Perhaps, then, the Senate investigators will 
obtain some facts to show just why Mr. Boyle 
wes put on the American Lithofold payroll. 
What services did he perform? The president 
of the company said he performed none. 

Whatever Mr. Truman’s facts may be, the 
facts known publicly do not add up to an easy 
defense of Mr. Boyle. Fortunately Senator Hoey 
and his colleagues are not satisfied with that 
assumption. 


The Prospect on Prices 

In the year following the invasion of Korea, 
the cost of living rose about 9 per cent. Eco- 
nomic Stabilization Director Eric Johnston now 
estimates that in the coming year, living costs 
may rise from 5 to 8 per cent. 

If Mr. Johnston’s worst fears are realized, 
then, the prospect is for a rate of inflation just 
about the same as that which has taken place 
up to now. Since for about six months of the 
first year after Korea there were no stabiliza- 
tion controls at all, apart from the Government's 
ineffective appeals for “voluntary self-restraint,” 
it appears that the new controls law, as de- 
toothed by Congress, will offer not much more 
of a brake on inflation than was offered by 
non-governmental economic forces last year. 


Mr. Johnston’s estimates may, of course, be 
mistaken, and everybody will hope they are. But 
they emphasize anew the uns&@tisfactory charac- 
ter of the new controls law. This will prompt 
some citizens to wonder what became of Presi- 
dent Truman’s promise to demand revision of 
the most crippling provisions of the law from 
Congress. 

Is the Administration going to keep trying 
to put teeth in the law? Or will it be content 
to inveigh against the law without seriously try- 
ing to change it? , 
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So the People May Know 

Two New England newspapers deserve a 
round of applause for successful fights in be- 
half of access to information for the benefit of 
their readers. 

The New Bedford (Mass.) Standard-Times 
battled for a year and a half for the right to re- 
port meetings of the New Bedford School Board 
before the board members yielded. In Provi- 
dence, R.I., the Journal and Bulletin devoted 
three years to a court fight for the right to in- 
spect city tax abatement records. 


How, we wonder, could the authorities in 
either case have felt they were acting wisely in 
withholding this information from the press? 
Surely, the people of New Bedford are entitled 
to know how their $300,000 in school funds is 
spent each year. The same holds true with re- 
spect to public tax records in Providence—or 
any other city. 

The American Society of Newspaper Editors 
is serving the country as well as the press in its 


national efforts to open up public news sources 


which have been closed. And it is to the credit 
of Editor & Publisher, the publishing trade pub- 
lication, that it makes a point of calling atten- 
tion to each such battle and to each victory. 
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Without even waiting 22 more days, the truce 
negotiatofs at Kaesong might get together and 
sing “September Song.” That’s the one that 


- goes, “I haven't got time for a waiting game.”

Reclamation have worked extensively. 


In the same way, the Columbia Basin 
Interagency Committee voted to restudy 
the Columbia improvement program after 
the great flood of 1948 wiped Vanport, 
Ore., off the map, drowned 28 people, ren- 
dered 100,000 homeless and did $80,000,-

To most Americans—and perhaps to 
some Britishers—His Majesty’s Ship Ame- 
thyst is hardly even a name. Yet for 101 
days, from April into July of 1949, this 
1480-ton frigate (gunboat) and her ship’s 
company was a pawn of power politics, 
trapped by Chinese Communist batteries 
in a narrow stretch of the Yangtse Kiang, 
140 miles from blue water. 

Her ordeals—the initial, brief and un- 
provoked attack by the Chinese, which 
killed 23 (including her captain) and 
wounded 31 of the Amethyst’s crew 

of 183 and holed 
the ship 53 times; 
the long, weary im- 
prisonment under 
the Communist shore 
batteries, and her 
final running of the 
gantlet to safety— 
all are described in 
simple and homely 
detail by Lawrence 
an, Earl, a young Cana- 
46 dian reporter now 
working in London. 
The book has a brief 
* foreword by Com- 
mander J. S. Ker- 
: ans, one-time Assist- 
ant British Naval Attache in Nanking, who 
was sent to the Amethyst’s aid when she 
was attacked, remained to become her 
new skipper and took her to the sea in 
her eventual dash to safety. 


Commander Kerans notes in his fore- 
word that the Amethyst’s enforced stay in 
the Yangtse “has no parallel in history,” 
yet in the perpetual warfare of Asia the 
attack upon the Amethyst was merely an- 
other of a long series of “incidents”, jn- 
volving the ships and men-of-war of se@v-' 
eral nations on the one side and Chinese 
brigands, revolutionists and Communists 
and the Japanese on the other. 


Another name of a gallant little ship, 
faded now in memory, the U.S.S. Panay, 
comes to mind. The Panay, a river gun- 
boat, was sunk in the Yangtse in an un- 
provoked attack by Japanese bombers near 
Nanking on the Yangtse Kiang in Decem- 
ber 1937, in one of those incidents that 
led slowly but inexorably to World War II. 


The Amethyst’s adventure—despite her 
casualties and the sizable casualties suf- 
fered by other British men-of-war that 
tried to come to her aid—ended more 
happily than the Panay’s, but whether it, 
too, will some day be recorded by histori- 
ans as one of the milestones leading to 
World War III will-be determined in large 
measure by ruthless men in the Kremlin. 

The author tells his story chiefly from 
the decks of the Amethyst, though the 
fortunes of her wounded are followed as 
they struggle ashore and to safety. The 
ship is his stage and her crew his players; 
the drama—complete down to bloody 
decks and weevfis in the flour—is re-cre- 
ated out of the mouths of the men, who 
lived it.

HE F. family is another one that can’t agree about the 
T use of the automobile. “Our son John has turned 16, at 

which age he can get a driver's license in our state,” Mr. 
F. informs me. “He thinks he should be allowed to drive our 
new car. Some of our friends say that is murder, Dr. Pope- 
noe. They claim teen-agers should be kept out of autos. 
What do you think? John is a pretty responsible boy, but he 
is certainly young. I don’t like to see him take the car; but 
don’t want to be unfair, either.” 

I think it depends on John. He is entitled to a chance. 
If he does as well as you do, he should be allowed reasonable 
use of the car, Mr. F. *

“I do hereby agree with my father, man to man, as fol- 
lows: that if he will from time to time permit me to drive 
the automobile that is titled in his name, as in his judgment 
and discretion he may deem proper, I do promise:

“2. That I will not drive it after I have been drinking 
any kind of intoxicating liquor, and will not permit it to be 
driven by anyone else who has been drinking any form of 
intoxicating liquor while the car is in my charge;

“3. THAT I fully realize that the car is not a plaything, 
but a machine with power to kill and injure, and I will not 
try to show off with it; 

“4. That I will not drive it at any time in excess of the 
speed limit specified on any city street or over 50 miles an 
hour on open highways; 

“5S That I will slow down and look both ways at inter- 
sections even though I may have the right of way; 

“6. That I will not race with other cars regardless of how 
much of a temptation it might be to do so; 

“7. That I will not attempt to drive if I feel sleepy; 

“8 That I will obey all signs, yellow lines, signal lights 
and other traffic regulations.”

Students in 


Housekeeping 
By Edith M. Barber 


T is always fun to go back to 
the school or college from 
which you were graduated. The 
very place reminds you of pleas- 


-ant and stimulating experiences. 


If there were any others, they 
have, of course, long been for- 
gotten. 

At Drexel Institute, Philadel- 
phia, where I started my course 
of training, practically everything 
has changed except the outside 
of the building itself, and this is 
all to the good. The two-year 
course in “domestic science” has 
developed into a College of Home 
Economics. The “laboratories” 
where we usually worked with 
very small quantities, have been 
re-equipped with all modern la- 
bor-saving devices. Every type of 
utensil is available for compara- 
tive tests and all foods are pre- 
pared in family-size quantities. 

In addition, not far from the 
school is the home management 
house where students live for 
five or six weeks to get experi- 
ence in every type of household 
problem. There is even a baby 
living in the house, and under 
the supervision of the director, 
each student takes a turn in his 
care and feeding. As you see, 
throughout the course there is 
practical application of book and 
word-of-mouth teaching. 

When we visited the house the 
guests were received by the host- 
ess of the day who proudly 
showed us her home, as would 
any young housekeeper. Eventu- 
ally, she asked us to help our- 
selves from the buffet table in 
the dining room prepared by the 
cook and the assistant cook of the 
day. and served by the temporary 
waitresses. After the main course, 
we journeyed upstairs to visit 
another group where we were the 
guests for dessert and coffee. 

Home economics training of to- 
day is certainly an improvement 
on the domestic science of an 
earlier day. 

Following recipes from Dexel 
Institute: 

Vanilla Wafers. 

One cup butter (three-fourths 
cup vegetable shortening, one- 
fourth cup butter), one and one- 
half cups sugar, three eggs, two 
and two-thirds cups flour, three 
teaspoons baking powder, one ta- 
blespoon milk, two teaspooons 
vanilla extract. 

Thoroughly cream butter and 
sugar; add eggs and beat well. 
Add sifted dry ingredients, then 
milk and vanilla. Spoon level tea- 
spoons of dough on greased cookie 
sheet, decorate if desjred, and 
bake at 400 degrees for eight to 
10 minutes or until delicately 
browned around the edges. Makes 
three to four dozen cookies. 

Sweet-Sour Pork. 

Ingredients: One and one-half 
pounds lean shoulder pork, cut in 
strips two inches long, one-half 
inch wide or six pork chops; two 
tablespoons fat; one-fourth cup 
water, one-fourth cup brown su- 
gar, two tablespoons cornstarch, 
one- teaspoon salt, one-fourth 
to one-third cup vinegar, one cup 
pineapple juice, one tablespoon 
soy sauce, three-fourths cup green 
pepper, cut in strips; one-fourth 
cup thinly sliced onions, one No. 
2 can pineapple chunks. 

Brown pork slightly in hot fat. 
Add water, cover and cook slowly 
one hour. Combine the brown 
sugar, cornstarch, salt, vinegar, 
pineapple juice and soy sauce; 
mix. Cook until slightly thick, 
stirring constantly. Pour over hot, 
cooked pork; let stand at least 10 
minutes. Add green pepper, onion, 


and pineapple chunks and cook.
